John Hidwell, Adventurer 


In the summer of 1841 the first 
emigrant train to California trek­ 
ked across the plains from Inde­ 
pendence, Missouri. 
Conspicuous 
among its company was a front­ 
iersman named John Bidwell, who 
was to play a most important part 
in the development of the new 
frontier. 
Bidwell was born in Chautauqua 
county. New York, on August 5, 
1819, one hundred and 
nineteen 
years ago this week. 
His 
par­ 
ents later moved to Pennsylvania, 
and from there to Ohio in 1831. In 
the fall of 1836 young Bidwell, set 
upon 
obtaining 
an 
education, 
walked 300 miles 
to 
Ashtabula, 
Ohio, where he 
entered 
Kings­ 
ville academy. 
He made unusual 
progress as a student and the fol­ 
lowing year became principal 
of 
that institution. In 1839, however, 
determined to seek his fortune in 
the West, he emigrated to 
Mis­ 
souri, took up a land grant near 
Weston in Platte county, and l>c- 
gan teaching school. 
Because he, 
was a minor he lost his land to a 
"lalm-jumper, and so, after hear­ 
ing an attractive rejxirt 
on 
the 
Pacific region from 
one 
of 
the 
Kobidoux brothers, ho resolved to 
go to California, 
In May. 1841, Bidwell, 
in 
an 
emigrant company of 
sixty-nine 
men. women, and children, >et out 
from Independence, Missouri, for 
the coast. In November, after suf­ 
fering great hardships, 
including 
the loss of their wagons, this emi­ 
grant train, the first to make the 
journey from Missouri, 
reached 
Mt. Diablo. 
On their arrival 
in California, 
Bidwell accepted work with Sut­ 
ter at Fort Sutter. 
He was 
na­ 
turalized, received a land grant, 
,\nd in 1844 he and Sutter joined 
the forces of the governor against 
the revolutionist Alvarado. 
Both 
were captured and imprisoned, but 
were soon released after making 
terms with the victors. 
Although 


reluctant to join the Bear Flag re­ 
volt, he served on the committee ' 
that drew up California’s declara­ 
tion of independence frofn Mexico, 
and as second lieutenant of 
the 
California Battalion accompanied 
Fremont to Monterey. 
After 
the 
surrender of Los Angeles he was 
made magistrate in charge of the 
district and during the Californian 
revolt he joined 
the 
forces 
of 
Commodore Stockton with a ma­ 
jor’s commission. 
With the restoration 
of 
order. 
Bidwell returned to Sutter’s fort, 
where, after the discovery of gold 
in 1848, he prospected and was the 
first to discover gold on 
Feather 
River. 
In 1849 he acquired 
the 
22,000-arre Rancho Chico, 
north 
of Sacramento, and brought it to 
a high state of cultivation, becom­ 
ing the leading agriculturist of his 
state. 
Bidwell also maintained an ac­ 
tive interest in public affairs, be­ 
ing chosen a.- a 
member 
of 
the 
1849 constitutional convention and 
as state -enator. 
He was a mem- 
; her of the state commission that 
i carried to Washington a block of 
gold-bearing quartz as California’s 
[contribution to 
the 
Washington 
■ Monument. 
He became 
an 
in­ 
fluential force in several different 
I political parties, supporting Doug- 
j las in I860 and Lincoln and 
the 
Unionist^ in 1864, too, 
he 
was 
j elected to the house of represi n- 
J tatives, but declined a renomina- 
, tion in 1866. 
The next year 
he 
was an unsuccessful candidate for 
governor on the Republican ticket, 
and in 1875 ran again as an In­ 
dependent 
and 
Anti-Monopolist. 
He remained undaunted by 
these 
political reverses, however, 
and 
in 1890 became the gubernatorial 
candidate of the prohibition party, 
and in 1892 their candidate for the 
presidency.

Small Dam Constructed 
For Wappapcllo Soil Tests 


Wnppapello, 
Mo., 
July 
31,— 
Army engineers from the district 
office at Memphis have completed 
the construction of what is known 
as Wnppapello Junior Dam, near 
the site of the dam to span 
the 
St. Francis River a short distance 
from here. The engineers explain 
that the .smal dam, 110 feet long, 
is for the purpose of making tests, 
preparatory to construction of the 
large one. 
Work on the larger 
dam, which will be more than half 
a mile in length and 70 feet high 
from the river bed, will be start­ 
ed within two weeks, the engi­ 
neers expect. 
For the past two weeks the en­ 
gineers have been engaged in con­ 
structing the small 
earth 
dam, 
built of the same type of soil and 
by the same methods as are plan­ 
ned for the flood control project. 
Its primary purpose is to enable 
the engineers to obtain informa­ 
tion necessary to moke the 'soil 
practically impervious and stable 
when subjected to floods. 
The model has 
been 
divided 
into five test sections, each section 
being compacted to different de­ 
grees and rolled with equipment 
exerting 250 pounds of pressure to
